Senators and Representatives leaving 
Washington for Their Homes. 


REDUCTION IN THE BONDED DEBT 


Report of the Acting Governor of 
Arizona—The Tariff 
Bill—Etc.

THE CAPITOL DESERTED. 
Senators and Congressmen Take Hasty 
Leave for TUelr Homes. 
W ashington, October 2d.—Tbere were 
only about six members of Congress who 
bad any use for the Capitol to-day. There 
were not more than three in the hall at 
any one time, and none of them stayed 
more than a few minutes. Speaker Reed 
left for home to-day, and nearly all the 
members who could get train accommoda­ 
tions are on their way home or wili start 
to-day. 
The ticket offices have been doing a big 
business last night and to-day, and a num­ 
ber of members have had to delay their 
departure a day or two because sleeping- 
car accommodations could not be bad. 
The members are eager to get into the 
fall campaign, and are expecting to have 
hot work from the moment they strike 
the boundary lines of their respective dis­ 
tricts. Most of them have engagements 
for speeches for every week between now 
and November, 
those who have no 
trouble at home being engaged to work 
for their friends and colleagues. Some 
have made arrangements to speak in dis­ 
tricts through which they pass on their 
wav home. 
During the session there has been much 
talk of a “certainty” that the Democrats 
would have a majority in Ihe next Con­ 
gress, and many Republicans have been 
ready to conced'e that the Democrats 
would elect the next Speaker. 
Rut taking a closer view of the cam­ 
paign, as they are about to enter it, the 
Democrats are not as sanguine and the 
Republicans are in a better fighting trim. 
The Democratic Campaign Committee 
is sending out large quantities of docu­ 
ments, but it is short of money, and the 
local committees are expected to take 
charge of aflaiis at home. 
The Republican members of the present 
House are not the only ones who are hav­ 
ing a close fight for re-election. Several 
Democrats are in a dangerous position, and 
there is going to be the hardest fighting 
that the politicians can make. There is a 
chance that the Democrats will not make 
as many gains in Ohio as they have bren 
calculating on. McKinley is very apt to 
be re-elected, and the fighting ground is 
spread out so as to tax the resources of the 
committees. 
ARIZONA TERRITORY. 
Statement of Affairs During the Past 
Fiscal Year. 
W ashington, October 2d.—Affairs in the 
Territory of Arizona during the fiscal year 
just closed are detailed in a report made to 
the Secretary of the Interior, bv N. C. Mur­ 
phy, Acting Governor. He states that he 
is unofficially informed that the recent cen­ 
sus shows the population of the Territory 
to be 57,600, exclusive of Indians and mili­ 
tary reservations, and with those who live 
on the reservations (not Indians) the pop­ 
ulation of the Territory is probably 60,000, 
a gain in ten years of 19,500. 
The mining industry report states that it 
is in a more healthy condition than ever. 
But great attention is being paid to agri­ 
culture, owing to the productiveness of the 
lands. 
Owing to restrictive legislation in Idaho 
and Ibe probability of similar action in 
Utah, the Acting Governor thinks the im­ 
migration of Mormons to Arizona will in­ 
crease the number of Mormons in the Ter­ 
ritory, now estimated at one-fifth of the 
population. The report states that unless 
restrictive measures are adopted, the Terri­ 
tory will become Mormonized to such an 
extent as to seriously disturb society and 
the affairs of government, and prejudice 
the Territory’s chances for Statehood. He 
therefore recommends Congress to grant 
the same protection to Arizona as is en­ 
joyed by Idaho, and that the Idaho test 
oath be made applicable to Arizona. 
The report says Arizona has qnite a 
sprinkling of Mexicans among its popula­ 
tio n ; the majority of them have be­ 
come naturalized citizens, and are in sym­ 
pathy with American laws and customs. 
There are few Chinese in the Territory, as 
compared with the Pacific coast States, and 
as yet they cnt no figure as a disturbing 
element, although they are very objection­ 
able as a class, and their exclusion is as 
much desired in Arizona as elsewhere. 
The acting Governor recommends that 
an Enabling Act for the admission of Ari 
zona into the Union be passed by Congress; 
that all public lands within the Territory 
be donated to it; that all school lands be 
donated to the Territory for school pur­ 
poses; that the San Carlos Apaches be re­ 
moved from the Territory and the reserva­ 
tion be opened for settlement; that the 
salaries of the present Judges in Arizona 
be increased to $5,000 per year, and that 
the pay of Legislators be increased to $10 
per day. 
PRESIDENTIAL APPOINTMENTS. 
Yerv Nearly Four Thou«and Made Since 
President Harrison Took His Seat. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 2d.—In the ten 
months of the session that closed yesterday 
President Harrison sent to the 8enate3,837 
nominations, all of which but twelve were 
confirmed. As many of these contained 
the name of more than one person, they 
represented probably 4,500 appointments. 
Several hundred of these were Postmasters 
at offices which have become Presidential 
through the growth of business. They also 
include appointments in connection with 
the census, nearly all of which were tem­ 
porary. In the first session of the Forty- 
ninth Congress, which lasted eight months. 
President Cleveland sent to the Senate 2,696 
nominations. 
Following are among the nominations 
which failed of confirmation: Alonzo L. 
Richardson, Marshal for Idaho; James F. 
Burnet, of Las Cruces, Indian Agent in New 
Mexico. 
CUSTOMS REQUIREMENTS. 
Letter From Acting Secretary Batcheler 
on the Subject. 
W ashington, October 2d.—Acting Secre­ 
tary Batcheler has written to the Secretary 
of State in regard to the question submit­ 
ted to our Consul-General at London, Eng , 
by the Secretary of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of that city, concerning manufact­ 
urers and additional statements required 
under the Customs Administrative Act. 
It appears the form of such statement, 
No. 171, presciibed by the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, provides for a declaration by the 
manufacturer of merchandise consigned 
for sale by bim or for bis account to a per

The London Chamber of Com­ 
merce desires that, in lieu of ti'ie above 
declaration, our Customs authorities accept 
the following declaration: 
"That fcr trade reasons I decline ÍO give 
my consignee the particulars asked for, but 
I am willing to give the same to the Uni.’ed 
States Consul General for his personal sat­ 
isfaction.” 
It was represented to the Consnl-Generaf, 
by the consignors, that it is "unfair to re­ 
quire them to give consignees information 
as to the cost of the production and all ele­ 
ments entering into such cost, and it is de­ 
structive of the natural laws of commerce 
and trade for them to do it.” 
In his letter General Batcheller says: 
“As the form of declaration prescribed by 
your (State) department is confined to the 
particulars required by Section 8 of the Act 
of June 10, 1S90, to be specified in an offi­ 
cial statement of affairs, aud as under the 
terms of that law such statement must be 
presented to the Collector of Customs by a 
person who is agent, or partner, or con­ 
signee, who must make the declaration 
prescribed by Section 6 of the same Act, 
that the invoice on which he makes entry 
contains, also, a just ami faithful accountof 
all the cost of finishing said goods, etc., 
this department is of opinion the informa­ 
tion as to the actual cost cannot, corsist- 
eutly with the provisions of the law cited, 
be withheld from the consignee and made 
a subject of confidential communication 
from the consignor to the Consuls, and that 
no other form of statement than said form. 
No. 171, can be accep'.fd as satisfying the 
requirements of the law.”

W hat One of the Majority Members Says 
of the Minority Report. 
W a s h in g to n , October 2d.—Judge Saw­ 
yer, on behalf of the majorily of the Raum 
Committee, stated to-night to an Associated 
Press reporter that he learned with surprise 
that a minority report had been given out. 
It was well understood by the committee 
that the evidence was not all in and the in­ 
vestigation not closed. Taking up the al­ 
legations in the minority report one by one, 
Judge Sawyer said there was not one of the 
statements that he believed was borne out 
by the evidence, incomplete though it was. 
As to the list of stockholders, the proof 
snowed that Smyser subscribed alone for 
the stock, and that others interested with 
him made no subscriptions. 
With regard to Bradley Tanner, Com­ 
missioner Runm's private secretary, the 
evidence showed that at the ontside he 
had only written four or five letters on the 
refrigerator company’s business in the Pen­ 
sion Office during office hours. His asso­ 
ciation with the District of Columbia 
branch company das purely nominal, and 
the company itself had not yet been brought 
into active existence. Tanner's promotion 
was shown to have been made in fulfill­ 
ment of promise to Raum’s predecessor. 
With this exception, there was no evi­ 
dence to show anybody employed in the 
Pension Office was directly or indirectly 
the owner of any stock in the refrigerator 
company. 
The majority have carefully analyzed the 
testimony with regard to favoritism to 
attorneys, aud have reached the conclusion 
that favoritism was impossible. The ma­ 
jority of the committee earnestly approved 
tbe orders establishing a complete file sys­ 
tem as expediting business. They found 
there was no evidence to show that the 
Commissioner ever failed to give time and 
attention to duties which should be exe­ 
cuted. 
Judge Sawyer said, in conclusion, that he 
gave expression to what he understood to 
be tbe views of the majority, with some 
hesitation, because he did not understand 
that the investigation had yet closed, but as 
the minority had seen fit to make their 
statement, he thought it only proper lo 
do so. 
When asked in regard to Lemon’s in­ 
dorsement, Judge Sawyer replied that the 
evidence established the fact that Lemon 
indorsed notes lor General Raum to the 
extent of $12,000, and received as collateral 
1,000 shares in the Gypsum Mining Com­ 
pany in Virginia. The evidence was that 
this enterprise had been brought to Lemon’s 
attention before Raum became Commis­ 
sioner. 
The only evidence before the 
committee, as to the. value of the shares, 
was that one sale had been made at $34 per 
share.

CALIFORNIA HORSES. 
An English Journal Objects to Praise by 
a Vice-Consul. 
W a s h in g to n , October 2d.—The British 
Vice-Consul at Los Angeles, Cal., recently, 
in a report to his Government, praised the 
superior horses bred in Southern California 
and tbe splendid prices they command in 
the markets of the world. He expressed 
tbe opinion that tbe British army could 
well be supplied with horses from this 
source, and pointed out the facilities for 
shipping via New Orlaaqs. The Yorkshire 
Post, in an editorial on this report, says 
that Consular reports were intended to give 
information to the people in England as to 
the demand for their products, but if they 
are to be converted into vehicles for con­ 
veying to foreigners information as to how 
they can crush British industries ihey ad­ 
vise that the sooner Lord Salisbury stops 
their publication the better. 
After extolling the worth of the English- 
bred horse, tbe editorial says : “Perhaps it 
would be well to suggest to the Foreign 
Office that we should have a different 
breed of tbe Vice-Consul at Los Angeles 
from one now on view there. A Chinaman 
could probably be got to do the work of the 
post at considerable less cost, and to judge 
by the example before us, with quite as 
great concern for British interests. The 
present Vice-Consul states that the reason 
horses can be reared at a much smaller 
cost in Southern California than here, is 
owing to the mildness of the climate. 
They can graze all the year round. And 
so. no doubt, a Chinaman as Vice-Consul 
would be economical, as be could vary his 
Vice-Consular duties by taking in washing. 
However, if these plains of Southern Cali­ 
fornia can produce colts and fillies worth 
from £1,000 to $4 000, we would recommend 
breeders to stick to thoroughbred stock, for 
it is very rarely indeed that the War Office 
gives more than £1,000 apiece for cavalry 
remounts; somewhere about £45 or £50 is 
nearer the limit.”_______ 
An Omission In the Tariff Bill. 
W a s h in g to n , October 2d.—It • appears 
that an important omission has been made 
in the tariff bill as enrolled and signed. 
Section 30 of the internal revenue schedule, 
originally stricken out by the Senate and 
subsequently restored by tbe conference, 
was completely omitted in the enrollment. 
This section provided for the allowance of 
drawback on smoking and manufactured 
tobacco and snuff held in unbroken pack­ 
ages in the hands of manufacturers at the 
date when the reductions go into effect. As 
this date is January 1st next, however, 
there will s'ill be ample opportunity for 
Congress at tbe next session to correct the 
error by supplemental legislation. 
Reduction in Bonded Debt. 
W a s h in g to n , October 2d —It is stated at 
tbe Treasury Department that the decrease 
in the bond* debt duriDg the past month, 
viz : $42.316,240, was greater than in any 
month since the period of refunding opera­ 
tions under Secretary Sherman, the nearest 
approach to it being $26 593,830, in the 
month of October, 1888 The decrease in 
tbe bonded debt for the first nineteen 
months of the present administration ba3 
been $205 714,410, an average monthly re­ 
duction of $10 827,074 
The foregoing 
figures relate exclusively to bonded debt, 
and not to debt, less cash in Treasury at 
the various dates specified.

Submarine Cables. 
There are now 942 submarine cables, 
exclusive of the seven Atlantic cables, 
with an aggregate of 112,740 nautical 
miles. The overland telegraph is already 
a world-wide institution, in which there is 
a total of 1,680,900 miles cf wire—enough 
of the attenuated metal to go around the 
equatorial belt of the globe just thirty 
times. The Uiiited States has 776,500 
miles of wire, and in 1889 had no less 
than 56,000,000 messages traveling the 
country. France has 220,890 miles of 
wire, on which in 1889 were transmitted 
30.050.000 dispatches. Great Britain has 
hung up 180,000 miles of metal line, and 
in 1880 sent 50,000,000 messages on their 
silent flight.— Age of Steel. 
Mortality from Consumption. 
In a paper on Tuberculosis in Belgium, 
MM. Destre and Gallmaerts come to the 
conclusion, as the result of their investi­ 
gations, that, in comparing the mortality 
from consumption of bachelors, married 
men and widowers, the last are very much 
more subject to this disease than either of 
tbe other classes.

S e v e n th D ay B eet. 
Probably no one has ever doubted the 
wisdom of the decree that man should rest 
on every seventh day, although the reason 
therefor may not have been made clear. 
Experiments- conducted at Munich have 
brought out one of them. It was demon­ 
strated that the system loses oxygen to the 
amount of one ounce as the result of a 
hard day’s work. It was found that the 
laborer does not recover during the night 
the oxygen he has overdrawn, but that an 
occasional day of rest, coming just at the 
right time, will serve completely to restore 
the equilibrium and make him as good as 
new. It was also shown that the amount 
of exhaustion of the oxygen of the svstem 
—in other word*, of the fife power—by six 
days of labor, is the amount that can be 
supplied by a day of complete rest.—

THE DECLINE IN SILVER. 


The Alta of September 29th discusses the 
fall of silver from $1 20 to $1 12 per ounce. 
It declares that fluctuation to mean that 
the silver bill passed hv this Congress has 
turned every dollar into a stamped com­ 
modity, the value of which is subject to 
such fiuctution as speculators may find 
useful to their schemes. 
We are disposed to think our contempo­ 
rary mistaken as to the reason for the de­ 
cline. 
Legislation of this character is 
experimental, and the R e c o r d -U n io n was 
willing that an experiment should be made 
in the direction of increasing the purchas­ 
ing power of silver. We think it is appa­ 
rent now, however, that the experiment 
will be a failure. At the very outset it 
was an attempt on the part of the Govern­ 
ment to take a piece of metal, the bullion 
■value of which was less than the coinage 
value to be stamped on its face, and by the 
device of purchasing bullion, to so rein­ 
force the market as to bring the bullion 
value of the coin to par with its ostensible 
stamped value. This was perhaps the 
first time in the history of money when a 
great nation concluded to cover into its 
treasury enough of a given metal to raise 
its value up to a given point, and to con­ 
tinue the purchases in sufficient volume to 
maintain that value. 
The silver legislation was based on an 
ascertainment of the annual product of the 
minss. Those who devised that measure 
took the silver product for 1889, estimated 
the various uses for silver, and finding a 
surplus of about 54,000,000 ounces, pro­ 
vided by law for the purchase of that 
54.000.000 ounces at the market price. 
Supposing that by this device they had 
provided a use or a market for the entire 
surplus, the promoters of the measure con­ 
cluded there was no reason why the value 
of the metal should not enhance. 
In 
practice it did enhance. 
Expectation 
based upon confident prediction did much 
to increase the value of the metal, but 
demonstration followed. In the first place, 
the increased value of the metal reduced 
the mechanical and artisan demand for the 
bullion, and, at the same time, energized 
its production. 
It brought silver out of 
its hiding, thus falsifying the statistical 
facts on which the legislation was based. 
The eftect of the enactment was to disclose 
more silver than anybody supposed to have 
an existence; and thus a new surplus, not 
anticipated and for which 110 provision had 
been made, became apparent. 
I t is not a little strange that the pro­ 
moters of this measure actually declared 
that 
they 
were 
going 
to 
purchase 
54.000.000 ounces of silver per year in 
order to encourage the production of that 
metal, when it should have been seen from 
the first that if the commercial value of 
the bullion was to be influenced by the 
volume of the purchase by the Govern­ 
m ent, 1'revision should have been made for 
the anticipated increased production of the 
commodity. But before tlie bill has been 
in existence a few months, it has become 
apparent that the device of buying a large 
«(uautitv of bullion, placing it out of the 
reach of other uses and thus withdraw­ 
ing it from the market, will not main­ 
tain 
the higher rate of 
the 
metal. 
The first effect of the bill 
was to 
«■tart all the silver of the world toward the 
United States, the place of its greatest 
purchasing power. The Government had 
created a market for about $00,000,000 
worth j>er annum, and the producers of 
silver everywhere started the commodity 
for that market. The prediction of the 
Alta that when the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury next month attempts to purchase the 
4,500.0(H) ounces required by law the ma­ 
nipulators of the bullion will raise the 
price to $1 20 may or may not be fulfilled ; 
we have but thirty days to wait for its 
failure or fulfillment. Even if this pre­ 
diction should corne true it will prove 
uothing beyond the present ability of the 
holders of bullion to sjicculate in the 
metal. The abandoned mines have not 
yet started in to produce silver. The in­ 
creased value has not established new ma­ 
chinery in the mines of South America 
and Mexico. 
Miners have preferred to 
await developments as to the eftect of the 
silver legislation, so that it is not possible 
at this time to determine from anything 
that has transpired whether the legisla­ 
tion is to be permanently beneficial to the 
price of the metal. 
Being willing that 
the experiment 
should be trisa!, we have refrained from 
all discussion of the subject. We have, 
however, held steadily in view the experi­ 
ence of all legislation in all time—that 
Governments cannot create a value in the 
bullion they convert into coin, but that 
the coin itself, to maintain its par value, 
must 
possess 
intrinsically the value 
stamped ui>on it. 
I p 
to 
this time 
silver coin 
has maintained 
its 
par 
value simply because the Government 
of 
the 
United 
States 
has 
treated 
it as a promise to pay, and has given it a 


u se as par v alu e in the payment of customs 
duties equal to $300,(8)0,000 per aunum. 
Let th e G o v ern m en t to-morrow decline to 


red eem silv e r at p ar, a n d ev ery dollar in 
Circulation and i a the Treasury w ill de­ 


scend at once to its bullion value. A coin 
having its valne, not in the intrinsic value 
of the bullion, but in the promise of the 
Government to redeem it at par in gold 
equivalent, maintains its par value only 
because of the ability of the Government 
to so redeem. 
It is no test of the per­ 
manent value of silver bullion that the 
proposition to purchase 54,000,000 ounces 
per year sent it up a few points. There 
are other factors in the calculation, chief 
among which is the new production, creat­ 
ing a new surplus, which in like manner 
must be taken care of by creating a per­ 
fectly arbitrary and artificial market for 
it. The probabilities are that at the end 
of five years silver bullion will be cheaper 
than it has ever been before in the his­ 
tory of that metal. 
It remains to be noted that the advance 
in the price of agricultural products, so 
confidently predicted, has not taken place. 
The Western farmers have not been re­ 
lieved appreciably, and up to this time the 
only effect of the legislation has been the 
advance in the value of silver bullion, 
which is now receding. 


A 
NEAT DEVICE IN C0NSTITUII0N- 
KAEING. 


The Mississippi Constitutional Conven­ 
tion was called for the expressed purpose 
of drawing the color line so as to practi­ 
cally disfranchise the negro, and yet not 
cut off from the polls illiterate whites. 
For the promoters of the Convention 
clearly foresaw that the only scheme likely 
to stand the test of the Courts would be 
one based upon a quallification of intelli­ 
gence. 
The Convention has, therefore, after 
much tribulation, hit upon a scheme that 
it is believed will accomplish the desired 
result. A provision has been reported 
that will probably pass—indeed, that it is 
likely has been already adopted—which 
requires that the voter shall be able to 
read the Constitution, or shall be able to 
understand any section of it when it is read 
to him, and that whenever at the polls a 
section is read to the voter he shall be able 
to give a reasonable interpretation of the 
same. 
The joker in this provision is disclosed 
in the word “or.” 
It will be seen that 
there are provided two distinct qualifica­ 
tions, either of which may be applied, in 
the discretion of the election officers. One 
is ability of the voter to read any section 
of the Constitution, the other is ability to 
interpret any section that may be read to 
him. If the first only was provided, a 
great many white people would labor under 
disqualification. 
But under the new Con­ 
stitution, when one of this class presents 
himself, ballot in hand, a simple section, 
probably the simplest in the document, 
some mere declaratory section, can be read 
to him, concerning which the most igno­ 
rant cannot go amiss in interpretation. 
But when the negro comes to the ballot- 
box he will be given an intricate section, 
one that involves a good deal of knowledge 
of constitutional law, and 
concerning 
which possibly the Courts are not all 
agreed as to its full meaning, or the scope 
of its operation. Of the correctness of the 
voter’s interpretation the inspectors and 
judges of election are the sole judges, and 
therefore It is given over to them to de­ 
termine whether the negro shall vote or 
not. 
So cunning is the scheme that the chief 
..urprise is that the framers of the device 
consent to a proviso that the section shall 
not go into effect until the first day of 
January, 1896. The probabilities are that 
the Courts will crush the life out of the 
provision when a test case comes before 
them. For it is obvious that the scheme 
is an unequal one, and intended to evade 
the Constitution of the United States. 
It 
will probably be held also that the plan con­ 
fers upon election officers powers that are 
not warranted, since it makes them the sole 
judges of what is a proper constitutional 
construction of clauses of the Constitution, 
taken alone and considered abstractly. 


THE CASE OF THE COUNT. 


The Count of Paris is now nearing our 
shores. 
He will be received cordially at 
the East by a large number of old soldiers, 
because he, too, was a gallant soldier in 
the army of the Union in the war of the 
Rebellion. That he should be recognized 
for that is right and proper. 
But another class of people will kiss the 
hem of his garments; they will do obeis­ 
ance before him, because he is a royal pre­ 
tender; because there may be a possibility 
of the holy oil being poured upon his 
locks, while serving courtiers shout “long 
live Phillipe the Seventh.” 
For these 
tuft hunters only contempt is to be enter­ 
tained. 
The American people are deeply, de­ 
votedly, inseparably linked to the princi­ 
ple of free government. They cannot and 
do not regard any man as possessing “the 
divine right” to rule. 
They will respect 
the French pretender for his gallantry in 
the service" of the greatest of Republics, 
but they will by no means lose sight of the 
fact that he is now attempting to destroy 
one of the youngest of Republics. 
It will be impossible for Americans to 
forget that only a few days ago the Comte 
de Paris had the audacity to write a letter 
in which he boldly admits that he traded 
with and used that cat’s-paw, Boulanger, 
for the express purpose of disrupting the 
Republic of France. 
In that letter he 
said, “I take up such weapons as it (his 
cause) furnishes me with, and I do not re­ 
gret having made use of these to create 
divisions among the n#ublicans.” 
This 
may be an expression indicating courage, 
but in the opinion of many French 
lawvers it is treason also.

A San Francisco paper recently con­ 
tained a sensational account of how a 
Shastaite captured an alleged bloodthirsty 
outlaw, know as “Rebel Bill," and of his 
hand-to-hand conflict with a fierce grizzly, 
and now comes the Mount Shasta Herald 
with this reference to the thrilling incident: 
“The reputation that Thomas Maloney 
is trying to gain, and the bad reputation 
which he is trying to fasten onto the peo­ 
ple of Sisson" narrating his hairbreadth 
escapes from death in seeking for and ar­ 
resting William Eagan, or as be is com­ 
monly called, “Rebel Bill,” the most inof­ 
fensive individual in these part, in bis gra­ 
tuitous advertisement in a San Francisco 
paper, should be severely condemned by 
every individual in town. His assertion of 
“rushing into the arms of a huge brown 
bear” while hunting for “Rebel Bill” de­ 
termines the fact most conclusively that he 
did the greater part of his hunting for

with clover, grasses and sweet morsels of 
an emerald hue to satiety, Mr. Maloney 
would never have written of his many 
escapes.”

BORROWERS OF MONEY. 


A D ecisio n o f th e C o u rt W h ic h W ill I n ­ 
te r e s t T h e m . 
Judge Reardeu has rendered a decision 
of interest to borrowers of money and 
money-brokers in the case of 8. D. Hovev 
vs. Wm. Bibier. This was an action to re 
cover a commission for procuring a loan 
under a written contract, which the Court 
read as follow s; 
November 1,1390 
S. D. Bovey, Broker, San Francisco: I de-ire to 
obtain a loan of *100,000 or *115,000 for three or 
five jears on 8,400 acres ot land in Sonoma 
county. You can have tw enty to thirty days to 
secure the money, your commission not to ex­ 
ceed *1,000. 
W illia m B ih l e b . 
Judge Bearden said: 
“ It appears that 
the defendant was at the time indebted to 
a local bank in Sonoma county on m ort­ 
gage to the extent of at least $S5,000; that 
there was an open unsecured indebtedness 
to the same b io k approximating $30 000, 
and the bank had discouraged the idea of 
extending the time of payment or the low­ 
ering of the rate of interest. 
Under these 
circumstances the defendant sought to ob­ 
tain the necessary funds in this city. The 
promise was obtained by plaintiff, the 
broker, from the Sarr Francisco Savings 
Union by application in the usual way, 
and in accordance with the contract. But 
$100,000 was not sufficient to meet the re­ 
quirements of the defendant. He ulti­ 
mately succeeded, whether through the 
prestige given his credit by the former 
promise of the loan by the SaviD gs Union, 
or through favorable causes moving the 
Sonoma BaDk does not appear, in obtain­ 
ing all the needed capital at home, al­ 
though at a higher rate of interest than 
that fixed for the $100.000. 
He, therefore, 
did not complete the $100 000 transaction.” 
Judge Rearden held that there was no 
such an ambiguity in the contract relied on 
as to pr elude the plaintiff from recovering 
a commission, notwithstanding his ability 
to obtain the highest loan mentioned. The 
only question should be as to the am ount 
of the commission. Plaintiff claimed that 
1 per cent, was the usual price for obtain­ 
ing loans. In the present instance, how­ 
ever, he agreed to obtain $115 000 for $1,000, 
at the outside, and he cannot expect to be 
paid the same am ount when he obtained a 
smaller loan and performed an easier task. 
It is also clear that to obtain a loan of $115.­ 
000 is proportionately far more difficult 
than to obtain a loan ot $100,000. The 
safest test is to look at what he did to earn 
his compensation. 
The evidence ehjw s 
that the loan was granted through an ap­ 
plication made through the routine order 
of the bank’s business. 
Bibler himself 
might have done the necessary acts with­ 
out leaving his vineyard in Sonoma county. 
The property was first-class country secur­ 
ity, ample for the loan, a id it was not a 
case for diplomacy or financiering! Five 
hundred dollars, therefore, on a quantum 
m eruit, is a sufficient compensation. Judg­ 
m ent for $500, plus $30, necessary outlay.

SUPERIOR COURT. 


H e r r M ost, who has not been heard of 
very much of late, attempted to address a 
mass meeting of Anarchists and radical 
Socialists in Brooklyn, the other night, 
but the police dispersed the assemblage, 
and Most was not permitted to talk. The 
ground for action by the police was that 
the call for the meeting set out that it was 
right and a duty to destroy government, 
use dynamite against corporate property 
and to wreck and destroy private posses­ 
sions. This language was held to be an 
attempt to incite violence, and to create a 
breach of the peace. As a rule it is better 
to let Most and all of liis kind speak 
freely. 
Probably the Brooklyn authori­ 
ties acted wisely in the particular instance 
referred to, hut suppression adds fuel to 
the fires the Anarchists are attempting to 
kindle into a furious blaze. When thev 
commit overt acts of violence and break 
the laws, the statutes of the several States 
will be found equal to the occasion. 
It

CRUSHED AND MANGLED UNDER 
WHEELS OF A CAB. 
THE 


H e A ttem p ts to B oard a M oving F reig h t 


T rain, b n t F a lls B e tw ee n Two 
Cars. 


Fred Ulrich, a brewer by trade, was run 
over by a freight train last evening and re­ 
ceived sack injury as to necessitate the 
am putation of hia left arm. Ulrich came 
to this city from Marysville on Wednesday 
morning, having beaten his way down on 
a freight train. 
Last evening he made up his m ind to go 
to San Francisco, and thought he might 
just as well steal another ride. He went 
over to the Yolo side of the bridge and 
there waited for the freight train which 
leaves here about 6 o’clock in the evening 
for Woodland. 
. 
When about half the train had passed by 
him, Ulrich made a grab for one of the 
rounds in the ladder on the side of a car. 
H e caught it, but the train was moving so 
fast that be lost his hoid and was swung in 
between two cars. H e then fell backwards, 
but his body cleared the track, excepting 
his left arm, and in an instant the wheels 
bad passed over it, crushing and mangling 
the lim b in a horrible m anner. As soon 
as one set of wheels had run over his arm, 
Ulrich rolled fartber away from the track. 
The terrible accident was witnessed by 
several persons who were standing near 
the end of the bridge. 
A hack was im m e­ 
diately sent for, and the unfortunate man 
was brought to the Receiving Hospital and 
City Physician Nichols sent for. H e soon 
arrived and found the liuib badly torn and 
crushed. The bone, from a short distance 
below the elbow to within about two 
inches of the shoulder, was crushed, and 
the flesh on the under Eide of the arm, 
from 
the 
elbow joint almost 
to the 
shoulder, was ripped to the bone, allowing 
the cords aud muscles to protrude. 
After about two hours' labor, Dr. Nichols 
had the limb succetsfully amputated, and 
the patient was placed on a cot while still 
under the influence of ether. 
Ulrich stated to the doctor and several 
persona present that it was his own fault 
that he was hurt. 
He thought there would 
be no danger in attem pting to board the 
moving train. _____

MSS. CABMODY’S COIN. 


T h e 
C ourt H old* th a t sh e D id N ot P art 
W ith H er B ig h t T h ereto. 
Judge Van Fleet yesterday so instructed 
the jury sitting in the case of Neil Grant 
vs. the Sacramento Bank that a verdict was 
rendered for the plaintiff. The plaintiff is 
the adm inistrator of the estate of Jane Car- 
mody, deceased, and sued to recover several 
thousand dollars deposited in the bank by 
the decedent. Some of the money was de­ 
posited by her before her marriage, aod 
some afierward, but it was all iu her own 
name. 
The case was contested by the surviving 
husband ri Mrs. Carmody, who sought to 
prove that his wife, just before her death, 
made a gift lo him ot the money on deposit. 
The evidence showed that Mrs. Carmody, 
while on her deathbed, had her bank ac­ 
count so arranied that either herself or her 
husband could draw against it. She also in­ 
formed the Cashier of the bank that she 
desiied her husband to have the money, in 
the event of her death, in order to save the 
expense of adm inistration. 
A motion was made by the plaintiff's 
attorney, Mr. Thornton, that the Court 
should instruct the jury that the defense 
had not shown that Mrs. Carmody had ab­ 
solutely parted with her interest in the 
property. The motion was argued by Mr. 
Thorton for the plaintiff and by Grove L. 
Johnson lor the contestant, Carmody. 
Briefly stated, the ruling of the Court 
was that inasmuch as Mrs. Carmody did 
not make a cban gift of the money to her 
husband before her death, but held her in­ 
terest then in at the tim e she died, the 
estate m ust go iuto probate. 
Under the instructions given, the jury 
found in favor of the plaintiff. There" are 
relatives of Mrs. Carmody who hope to 
secure a division of the money.

T h e Supervisors M ake A p p oin tm en ts 
P c llin g P la c es, etc. 
There was a special meeting of the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday for the purpose of 
appointing judges, inspectors and clerks in 
the several precincts throughout the county 
for the election to be held next month. 
All the members were present, except Mr. 
Greer, who is ill. 
Supervisor Tebbets, from the First Dis­ 
trict, stated that he had prepared a list of 
officers for but four polling pieces in his dis­ 
trict, which embracesthat portion of thecity 
between First and Sixth streets and north 
of K. The poll-list of the last Presidential 
election show td but 375 voters between 
First and Third streets, although the pres 
ent registration showed nearly 500. He 
recommended that two polling places be 
established iu that territory, and two be­ 
tween Fourth and Sixth streets. The law 
required the Board to so arrange the pre­ 
cincts that each should include not to ex­ 
ceed 200 voters, as nearly as can be esti­ 
mated, but he did not believe it necessary 
to establish a ereater num ber of precincts 
than he had suggested. There might be 
225 voters in each, but if the num ber of 
precincts were doubled the expense to the 
county would be much greater. 
H e said he urged that plan in the inter­ 
ests of economy, and not of any party, fac­ 
tion or candidate. 
The Board adopted Mr. Tebbets' suggest­ 
ion, and polling places were established in 
accordance therewith. The officers of elec­ 
tion, polling places, precinct boundaries, 
etc., will be published by the Board for 
the information of all interested.

A couple of weeks ago Governor W ater­ 
man received a letter from Secretary of the 
Interior John W. Noble, relating to a large 
tract of land in Tulare county, which has 
has been set apart by the Government as a 
public park. Since the Secretary's letter 
was written to the Governor, President 
Harrison has signed the bill. The letter 
from Secretary Noble is as follows: 
His Excellency, the Qorernor of California, Sacra­ 
mento,California—My D ear Sib: You are aware of 
the passage of the Act to set apart a certain tract 
of land in theS tate of California as a public park, 
and now about to be approved by the President. 
It is m ade the duty of the Secretary of the In ­ 
terior thereby as soon as practicable to m ake 
and publish such rules and regulations as he 
may deem necessary for the care and m anage­ 
m ent of the park, including the preservation 
irom iDjury of all tim ber, m ineral deposits, 
natural curiosities, or wouders w ithin 
said 
park, and their retention in their natural condi­ 
tion; also to provide against the wanton de­ 
struction of fish and gam e found in the park, 
aud against th eir cap ure or destruction for the 
purpose o! m erchandise or profit: and to cause 
all peisons trespassing up n the same after the 
passage of this Act to be rem oved therefrom : 
also to take such m easures as shall be necessary 
or proper to fully carry out the objects and pur­ 
poses of the Act. 
1 will thank you for any suggestions you can 
offer me on this subject to enable m e to fully 
perform the duty assigned me, knowing your 
interest iu the m atter and jo u r thorough ac­ 
quaintance w ith the necessities of the case. I 
shah, w ithout delay, after the Act is anproved, 
issue and publish notice, announcing the Act 
aud w arning all persons to desist from auy tres­ 
pass upon the park iu the pirticulars m en­ 
tioned, so th at the tim ber way be preserved 
iiom the earliest date possible, 
Youjwill perceive that I am not given an ap 
propriation to carry iuto effect the law, and 
that the only source of future profit w ill be 
from the proceeds of leases o r ciher revenues 
derived irom the m anagem ent of the park. 
This renders the task of protection som ewhat 
difficult, but perhaps you may suggest some as­ 
sistance in this quarter. I will thank you lor 
an eatly reply.

TOE GOVERKOB’b BEPI.Y. 
In reply Governor W aterman has ad­ 
dressed the following letter to Mr. Noble: 
John W. Noble, Eeq., Secretary of the Interior, 
Washington, D. C —D ear Sir: I now take the 
opportunity of replying in full to your esteem ed 
favor of the 11th instant. The greatest difficulty 
which has beset the m anagem ent of reserva­ 
tions de igned for public recreation ground has 
been the extinguishm ent of private rights 
There is no doubt that the tract of land set 
apart as a public park, referred to in your let­ 
ter, will be found to be covered with tim ber 
claim s, homestead and pre-emption claims, 
m ining claims, appropriated water rights and 
other private rights, and th at the ext.ngui6h- 
m ent ot these rights will be an exceedingly ex ­ 
pensive affair. This expense should be borne 
by the Government of the United States. Not 
h av in g setn the bill it is impossible for me to 
tell w hether this is an act ot cession to the 
State of California, or w hether it is a reser­ 
vation by the Governm ent of the United 
States, the title 
to 
bo 
retained in said 
Government. 
If 
it 
is an act of cession 
to the State of California, then the State can 
easily furnish the necessary m eans of preserv­ 
ing the forests, stream s and natural scenery 
from injury or depredation. If it is a reserva­ 
tion m ade by the Government for park purposes 
there is a sense in w hich California gets the 
benefit of it. aud the State will ex ttn d to it all 
the necessary protection in the way of legisla­ 
tion. The first 6tep to be taken is to secure the 
absolute possession of the land. 
It should 
therefore be passed to the control of the General 
Land Office at W ashington, w ith instructions to 
the Honorable Commissioner to appoint a for­ 
ester or guardian. The United States District 
Attorney for the Southern District of California 
should be notified of all trespass, and trespass­ 
ers should be punished uncer the laws protect­ 
ing public dom ain. These are adequate for the 
protection of the forests and stream s in the res­ 
ervation. 
1 observe that you say you are 
not 
given 
the 
appropriation 
to 
carry 
the law referred to in your letter into effect. 
T hat may be; but if you will perm it me to say, 
there is no difference between this piece oi 
ground under its new state and any other part 
of the public dom ain, except that the operation 
of the hom estead and pre-emp ion laws and 
other laws by which the Government ol the 
United States alienates its title to the public do­ 
m ain is perm anently suspended; th at if the 
park or reservation is placed in the charge oi 
the Land Commissioner he w ill have the same 
authority to protect it from depredation that he 
has generally to protect the public dom ain of 
th e United States from depredation or destruc­ 
tion; and th at thus there is available for the 
preservation of this reservation the moneys ap- 
rv w A w ri o f o r I f r t v f k o m 
~ .. A - . - \ t : . . : . . . 
propriated for the m aintenance of public justice 
and for the protection of the pualic dom ain. 
In other words, the General Land Office and the 
Courts of the United States have a perfect right 
to call upon them to do so. You also say ” tnat 
the only source of future profit will be from the 
proceeds of the leases or other revenues derived 
Irom the m anagem ent of the park.” 
In my judgm ent, the first thing that should 
be done in this m atter, is to forbid forever the 
construction of even the sm allest cabin upon 
this reservation by private individuals, or the 
construction of a trail or road. 
W hatever is 
constructed there should be done by the publie 
at the public expense. 
It is by far the cheap­ 
est way. It has cost the State of California up­ 
wards of *100,000 to extinguish the private 
rights in Yosemite valley. All the absolute 
rights acquired were but as a shadow in com­ 
parison to the am ount received. To prevent 
the initation and organization of private right 
should be the very first care oi the Governm ent 
If, however, the Governm ent intends to obtain 
revenues from leases, etc., it intends at once to 
inaugurate a system of construction of trails, 
buildings, etc., and that m eans the inaugura­ 
tion of a great m ultitude of private rights, 
which will cost $10 to extinguish them for 
every dollar spent by the claim ants, for who­ 
ever has built a shake cabin anyw here in the 
Y'osemite valley has subsequently come in for 
from *400 to $1,000 indem nity. Whoever has built 
a trail, no m atter w hether authorized to do so 
or not, has sooner or later m ade a claim against 
the State for indem nity.

Movement on Foot to Raise Funds 
to Send the Persecuted Jews in 
Russia to Palestine.

THE JEW ISH QUESTION. 
M ovement on Foot to Send Persecuted 
Jew s to Palestine. 
Isew Y ork, October 2d.—The news of the 
oppression of the Jews in Russia has of late 
burdened the cables, and the Hebrews of 
this town have been bestirring themselves 
to relieve the Russian Jews by sending 
them back to Palestine. It is one of the 
phases of the fullillment of ancient 
prophecy, as many Jewish believe that in 
the last days ihere will be a gathering of 
the tribes of Israel in the Holy Land. Cir­ 
culars printed in Hebrew and English, 
signed by Chief Rabbi Jacob Joseph, Cor­ 
oner Ferdinand Levy and Rev. Dr. L. Zins- 
ler, of the Henry-street Synagogue, were 
distributed among the Hebrews in town 
yesterday setting forth the reasons why the 
Russian Hebrews should be helped to em­ 
igrate to the home of the race, and in re­ 
sponse the Christie-street Synagogue was 
jammed last night by representatives of the 
leading congregations of Hebrew benevolent 
societies to hear well-kuown Jews discuss 
the snbject. 
The speakers said in substance that for 
the last ten years conspicuous Jews all Over 
the world had been convinced the only true 
solution of the “Jewish Question” was emi­ 
gration to Palestine. Since the last Jewish 
troubles in Roumania, about 1882, the 
movement toward Palestine has played a 
most im portant part in the destiny ot East 
European Jews. Nearly twenty colonies 
With a population of 4 000 have sprung up 
on the soil of the Holy Land, and it is said 
the prospects of Jewish settlement are most 
promising. The enthusiasm in favor of 
the movement is spreading, not only among 
the most lowly and humble, but among 
the wealthiest Jews in Russia, Germany, 
England and France. The effort to colo­ 
nize Palestine has realized more than ten­ 
fold the benefits and advantages of the 
outlay in America. The immigration cf 
Russian Jews to this country has been op­ 
posed by Jews and others in a most stren­ 
uous way recently, and it a more hospitable 
and congenial place of refuge than this 
country is not found for the newly threat­ 
ened exodus of hundreds of thousauds of 
these uufortunate fugitives from tyranny 
and prosecution these hostile voices may 
grow louder and the day may not be far 
distant when this country will also have 
its “Jewish question.” The speakers made 
a siroDg appeal for pecuniary aid. About 
$l,0o0 was subscribed at the meeting to aid 
in sending Jews in Russia to Palestine. 
Jews all through the country are also to be 
appealed to. 
BOLD ItOBUEKY. 
An Express Messenger Held Up by 
M asked Men. 
T iffin (O.j, October 2d.—A bold express 
robbery was committed south of here this 
morning ou the Cincinnati, Cleveland and 
Sandusky road. The Adams Express mes­ 
senger was held up by masked men armed 
with revolvers. The safe was ransacked, 
and the losses are supposed to be several 
thousand dollars. The robbers escaped. 
Immediately after the train left Arbana 
two masked men with cocked revolvers 
entered the express car and compelled the 
Adams Express messenger, A. L. Scudder, 
to throw np his hands. They tied him se­ 
curely, and robbed the safe of packages 
containing several thousand dollars and 
other valuables. 
W hile at work a brakeman attempted to 
enter the car and was shot at by one rob­ 
ber. He gave the alarm, and the train 
slowed up to give an opportunity to capture 
the robbers, but they jumped from the train 
just as it was entering Liberty and disap­ 
peared in the darkness. 
Messenger Scudder was bound in his 
chair, and one of the robbers tried to kill 
Scudder before leaving the car. Placing a 
revolver at his head he pulled the trigger, 
but the cartridge failed to explode. The 
other robber then prevented him from try­ 
ing again. 
When the train pulled out of West Lib­ 
erty the two scoundrels again got aboard, 
holding the entire crew at bay. 
Scudder, who had been released, opened 
fire on them with a pistol from his car 
door, but was compelled to retreat. 
The robbers kept on board until Belle- 
fotitaine was reached, when they again 
jumped off and disappeared. The officers 
at HeilefontaiEe are searching for them. 


SEEKING HIS DAUGHTER. 
Claim That an Actor Has the Child in 
Hiding. 
Middled jbo (Mass.), October 2d.—A cu­ 
rious story has jnst come to light in this 
city. It is told by George Walker, a car­ 
riage painter, who came to the United 
States from England early in the sixties, 
His wife died a few years later, leaving a 
13-months-old daughter, named Mary H at­ 
tie.Walker says : “Coming from an old En­ 
glish family of actors and managers, it was 
intended I should become an actor, but I 
had diflerent aspirations, and left home. I 
could see talent in our blood in my little 
Hattie, and indulged fond hopes for her 
future. While in this frame of mind, when 
Hattie was in her fourth year, Mrs. William 
Field, of Taunton, and her sister, Mrs. E 
T. StetsoD, wife of the actor and theatrical 
manager, saw the child and were struck 
with the little one's bright appearance and 
good looks. The end of it was, at their 
desire, my baby girl was apptenticed to 
Stetson and wife, to be taught the profes­ 
sion of an actress, until she was 18 years of 
age."Walker says he saw her one year later, 
but since then he has been unable to get 
any trace of her, though she should now 
be 18 years old. Last spring he met Stet­ 
son, but all he could get from him was that 
Hattie bad gone away with Mrs. Stetson 
and he did not know the whereabouts of 
either. “H eaded and talked so strangely,” 
says Walker, “that I have become satisfied 
that Hattie is not only alive and well, but 
is doing well in her profession. I want to 
find her andftet her know who her father 
is. I could never get so much as a photo­ 
graph of her from Stetson. I went to New 
York last spring and hired a private de­ 
tective. We hnnted a long time and it cost 
me a lot of money, but we found no trace 
of Mrs. Stetson and the girl.” 


WEDDING KELLS. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 
Proceedings of the National League at 
Boston. 
Boston. October 2d.—At a meeting of the 
General Committee of the National Civil 
Service League to day it was voted to in­ 
crease the Executive Committee by four, 
and Edward Carev, Charles Collins and 
William D. Foulke, of Indiana, and Rich­ 
ard H. Dana of Cambridge, were the new 
members elected. At a business meeting 
there was a fair attendance of members and 
a few spectators. Hon. George William 
Curtis was unanimously chosen President 
for the ensuing year. 
Charles J. Bonaparte cf Baltimore read a 
paper on the “Relation of Civil Service Re­ 
form to Other Reforms,” in which he said: 
“It is the function of civil service reform 
to provide for all other reforms. To expect 
to get solutions to such problems as the 
tariff, currency and pension system offer, 
from such men as m ake up the bulk 
of either house of Congress or to deal wisely 
with labor and liquor questions through 
such men as make up our Legislatures and 
City Councils is as irrational as to expect 
figs from thistles.” - 
A long discussion was had upon the 
proposition to print the different papers, 
some gentlemen taking exceptions to a por­ 
tion of their contents and objecting to their 
going on record apparently as being sanc­ 
tioned by the Association. 
A resolution was finally adopted that the 
Executive Committee be directed in pre­ 
paring papers for publication to prefix a 
note that the League is not responsible for 
the views therein expressed. 
The Committee ou Resolutions presented 
a lengthy report, which was uanimously 
adopted. The League congratulates the 
country that an attem pt to nullify the re­ 
form law during the present session was 
defeated in the House; that the law was 
defended by distinguished members of both 
parties. The League recognizes the fact 
that thirty two thousand places ia the 
public service are now filled upon free and 
fair competition of merit alone, while 
Commissioner Roosevelt gave assurance 
that 92 tier cent, of the clerks so appointed 
under the last Administration have been 
retained. 
It recalls with satisfaction the action of 
the Attorney General sustaining the Civil 
Service Commission in a revocation of the 
appointment made in defiance of the re­ 
form law and the indictment of persons 
for receiving political contributions. It 
commends the exculpation of the Civil 
Service Commission by the House Com­ 
mittee, and congratnlates the country upon 
the choice of Commissioners by the pres­ 
ent Administration. W hile according the 
national Administration the greatest credit 
for whatever advances the House Com­ 
mittee made, the League finds it necessary 
to remind the country that the pledges made 
by the succ.-ssfu! party at the last election 
had been disregarded. 
The reform sys­ 
tem has not been extended. The express 
purpose of reform has not only not been 
observed in all executive departments, but 
often violated. 
The removal of Postmasters for no other 
causethan political opinions or party affilia­ 
tions resulting in partisan devastation of 
an important branch of the public service 
is a breach of faith with the country, and a 
grave offense ag iinst pure politics and the 
interest of an efficient public service. The 
important duty of taking the census should 
have been committed to officers selected be­ 
cause of fitness and with no regard to politi­ 
cal or partisan considerations. 
The League urges friends of reform to 
press upon public attention and on Con­ 
gress the repeal of the laws prtcribing fixed 
terms of office, which were designed to 
facilitate partisan changes without odium 
r express and positive removal.

A Defect in Steam Steering-Gear Pre­ 
vents Her Official Trial. 
G a r d in e r's B ay (L. 1.1, October 2d.— 
Having managed to disable her machinery 
twice on the run from Philadelphia to 
New York, the Philadelphia's departure 
from that port for her final speed trial was 
delayed several days by another mishap, a 
defect in the steam steering-gear, which 
will deter the cruiser from giving-an exhi­ 
bition of speed over the official course. 
Four times on the run from New London 
to this place the apparatus bas failed to do 
its work. The exact nature of the diffi­ 
culty has jet to be learned. 
Admiral Ghirardi saye that it was his in­ 
tention to have the Philadelphia run four 
timee over the course at Newport, entailing 
three turns of the vessel at full speed. The 
Admiral explained that tbe turning space 
on the Newport course was too narrow to 
have the ship make the attempt with her 
present defective steering-gear, bat if a suit­ 
able course could be found in the Sound he 
would have it measured, and the Philadel­ 
phia’s speed would be tested over that. 
A minor disability, which in no way 
affects the vessel’s speed, is that the cruiser 
leaks at the rate of nine inches per day 
when in sea way. This is caused bv im­ 
perfect fitting of tbe rudder-post.
